The coarse paper, uted for wrap- 
ping, forms part of the cost attending the exportation 
of goods of all kinds, and on this no draw-back is 
allowed. It is an important fact, of which every 
trader may not be aware, that out of every twenty 
shillings worth of wrapping paper that he uses he is 
obliged to pay 7s. 104. duty. 

Have we not said enough to show that the paper 
duty interferes most injuriously with the employment 
of capital and labour? That it is oppressive in dif- 
ferent degrees upon newspapers, pamphlets and 
books, and an obstruction to education, cannot be 
denied. The yearly value of the manufacture may, 
in round numbers, be estimated at between six and 
seven millions, and the revenue derivable therefrom 
something over one. Mr. Bright has said, we think 
truly, that the abolition of no customs’ duty of an 
equal amount of money would afford anything like 
the relief which would result from the abolition of 
this excise on paper. It has been objected that in 
these war times the Government should not be called 
upon to reduce its revenue. But assuredly, that 
ingenious financier, Mr. Gladstone, would not find it 
very difficult to obtain from some other source, one 
million sterling, without perpetuating a tax that has 
not one redeeming quality to render its infliction 
useful or necessary.
